Crampart made a Yozſe , fo: the lone of the moſt beanfifull 
daughter of King Morcadiges. This Yoz'e was made with 
ſuch Art within, that whoſoeuer rove on it, if he pleaſed he 
would runne aboue an hemvzed miles in lefſe then an hore, 
which wa - app:oned by Clamades the Kings forme, twho not 
elan in the Engine,and bring young and inn. lept u. 
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Poxe, and pzeſently Crampart turning a pinne that to 
in the bꝛeſt of the Engine. motied, and went out of the Palace 
th;ough the w1adewes , and in the firſt minute her was gone 
at laſt ten mile, Clamades was much affrighted at the wons 
det, and imagined (as the ſto2y ſaid ) that he ſhould neuer 
haue returned backe agaztne : bat sf his long tourney, much 
feare, great trouble, and inflnite toy, when her had learned to 
manage and gouerne the wodden beaft.

Heardſman aſked him what meancs he ſhould vie to get him: 
the Hoꝛſe ſaid, mount vppon y backe, and J will beate ther 
after him, till with tying we take him. The Heard man 
toke his offer, and beſtriding the Yo2ſe followed the Deare : 
but her fied away ſo faſt, and got ſo much ground of the Hoꝛſe, 
that with much labour the Yozſe grew weary, and her bade 
the Veardſman alight, foz he would reſt himſelfe a while:

This Yoz'e was made with 
ſuch Art within, that whoſoever tode on it, if he pleaſed he 
would runne aboue an hundꝛed nales in lcfſe then an hore, 
which wa app2oned by Clamades the Kings ſorme, who not 
belexwng in the Engine, and being young and luſty, lept * 
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the Voꝛſe, and pzeſently Crampart turning a pinne that cod 
in the bꝛeſt of the C:agine,moiied, and went out of the Palace 
th;ough the L1adcwes , and in the firſt mimte he was gone 
at aft ten mile, Clamades was much aifrighted at the won⸗ 
der, and imagined ( as the ſto:v ſaid ) that he ſhou!d neuer 
haue returned backe agaꝛne: bat el his long tourney, much 
fcarc, great trouble, and infinite iov, when her had learned to 
manage and goucrns the wor dden beat.

Veardſman aſked him what meancs he ſhould vie to get hum: 
the Hoꝛſe ſaid, mount vppon Hy backe, and I will beate thee 
after him, till with tyung wee take him.

In another part was figured an Ae, and an Hound, which 
vere both the ſcruants of à tich man: Zhis man loued his 
Heund erce dingly, and would oft play with dim, and ſuffer 
the dogge to fawie and ieape don m, and now and then to 
licke him avout the mouth. Row when Bauld win the Age 
ſaw this, he began to enme the Vound , and laid, hat ſes 
my aſter im this foule Hound, that he ſuffers him thus to 
leape vpon him and kifſe him: I ſe no pꝛontable ſerince ha 
doth him. J labour, beate and dzaw, and doe moꝛe ſetuice in 
one wake then the dogge and his whole kinde are able to doe 
ina peare,aud pet haue I not the tythe of his fanours : (oz he 
ſittech by his trencher, catcs the fat of his meate, and lres 
on Carpets and Pillowes : when I that doe all, am ſed onely 
with Rettles and Thiſtles: well, J will no longer endure it 
but J will ſtudy to haue my Lo2ds fanour as much as the 
Hound it not in greater meaſure. Anone the Malter of the 
houſe came home, and the Ale lifting vp his tayle, leapt with 
his foꝛe fte on his Choulders, and b2zayed and grinned, and 
put ſoꝛth his mouth to kiſſe him, and vſed ſuch rude vaman- 
nerly acton , that he rubd all the tkinne from his Paſters 
Fare, and almoſt oucrthzew him: ſo that the man was fozced 
fo cry out helpe, helpe, o: this Ae will kill me Then came in 
his ſeruants with ſtanes, and beat the Aſſe ſo excedingly, that 
he was almoſt faine : which done, he returned to his ſtall as 
gaine, and was an Ade as he was befaze.. In the ſame mans 
ner, they wh ch doe enme and ſpite at others welfare, if they 
receive the ſame reward, 11 is nothing moꝛe then is due to 
their merit: fozan Aut is an Aﬀe and was bo2zne fo cate 
Zhiftles : and where Aſſes gourrne, there, oꝛder is neuer ob⸗ 
ſerued, fc2 thy haue no eve either on this Ude, o2 boyond 
ther cwne panate p2oftt ; pet ſometimes ther are aduanced, 
the mee 13 the pittie. 

In ancther par? was fiaured the Stozy, how my Fa'her 
and Ty bur the Cat trauailed together, : had ſwozne by 2 
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froath , that neither fo; louc noz hate they would deparf one 


from the ofher ; but it hapned on a time they ſaw Hunters 
comming ou2r the fields whith a kennell of Bounds, tzom 
which thep fied apace , foz their liues were in danger. Then 
ſaid the ore, Iybert, whither ſhall we flye:foz the Hunters 
haue eſpied vs ? foz mine owne part I haue a thou and wiles 
to e ſcape them, and as long as we abide together we ſhall not 
neede to feate them. But the Cat began to ſigh, and was cr- 
t edingly afraid,andſaid, Reynard, what ne des many wo2ds? 
I haue but one wile, ad that muſt helpe me, and fozth with 
die clamberd vp to the tap of au high Tre , where he lurktf 
amongſt the leauea, that either Buntſman noz Yeund cculd 
hurt hum, and left my Father to abius the whole hazarv,foz the 
whole Kenell pur ned hin, hoznes and hallowes ecchoing al⸗ 
ter him: Kill the For, kill the Fer. 

This when ly bert ſaw, he mocked my Father, and ſaid ! 
Now couſin Reynard, it is time to let [aſe all your wiles,foz 
tf your wit faile pou, IJ feare your whole body will periſh, 
Chis my Father hearing from him he moſt truſted, and being 
then in the height of purſuit wearied, and almoſt ſpent,he ict 
his male ſup from his ſhoulders, to make himſelſe ſo much 
lighter, yet all auailed not, fo2 the eus were ſo ſwift they 
had caught him, had he not by chance e pred 7, hole, into which 
he entred, and eſcapt the Pounds. and Hunt men. Thus you 
may ſer the falſe faith of the Cat, whole like there be many 
lining at this time, and tho ah this might well ertuſe mefrom 
loung thaCat,yet nin ſoule ⁊ health and charity bindes me o 
the cantrarv, and I wiſh him no hurt, thoughhts mistoꝛtunes 
ſhali neuer 32 greeuous to me: not ſo much fo hatted a7 the 
reinemb2ance of his iniuries Which often contends againſt 
my rea'oa, : 

Alto in that Byrre2 ſtands another Viſto of he 771.2, 
how en a time he found vpon a Heath a dead Here, who e 
lleſh being eaten away, her was fatae fo gnaw and devo re 
the bones, vici he did with ſuch greedines, that ſwallow!ng 
the:n to haſtilp downe , one fell ſo croſſe his thꝛoa:, that hie 


was almoſt choak d, a ha dv eſcapt with lille: whereup bo 
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der ſought cuery place foz the cunningeſt Surgions,p:omiſing 
them great gifta to caſc his tozment : but hauing loſt much 
labour in the end hee mct with the Craue , and bei ought hun 
with his long necke and bill to helpe him, and hee would highs 
ly reward him. The Crane grædy of gaine, put in his head 
into the Wolfes thꝛoat, and bzought out the bone. The 
Aolfe farted at the pull, and cryed aloude, Zhou hurt me 
but I doc foꝛgiuc ther, yet doe it not againe I charge ther, fo 
at anothers hands JI would not beare it: Then the Crane 
ſaid : Sir liegrim, goe and bee frolike, foz you are whole, J 
Ike foz no moze but the reward you pꝛomiſed mer: How 
( ſaid the Wolfe ) what impudence is this: I ſuffer and haue 
cauſe to complaine , pet he will be rewarded, her will not ſo 
much as thanke me foz his life, but fozgets that his head was 
in my mouth, and how I ſuffered him to dꝛaw it out againe 
without hurting, albe Ha put mee to excæ ding much paine : 
— it 1s I which deletue the reward , and not the 
rane. 

Thus vou may ſe the faſhion of ingratefull men in theſe 
dayes, how enec they rewardgod with emll: fo2 where as 
pꝛide is exalted, there honour is euer laid in the duſt, There 
bee a wo21d which ought to reward, and doe god to thoſe that 
haue aduanc'd them , which now cemplaine, and make thoſe 
aduancements iniuties, but the guerdon will follow: foz it is 
the wiſeſt counſaile , that whoſoeuer will goe about to cha / 
ſtice another, ſhould euet be ſure of his owne cleareneſe. 
All this and a woꝛld moze then J can well remember was cu 
riouſly wꝛought on this Glafſe : foz the wozke maſter thercof 
was the cunningeſt and pꝛoloundeſt Clarke in all Sciences 
that cue: b;eatedh. And becauſe the Jewels were to god 
and p2*ctous fo mer to kœpe: therefoze I ſent them to the 
Bing and Queencs aieſty as a pzeſent to witneſſe my faith 
ai icrtiice : ©, hee that had ſtene what ſezrow my childzen 
ade when J ſent the Glaſe away, would haue wondꝛed, fo2 
V eaſon of the great vertue therein, they ol gazed in the 
*2:::., bo h to behold themſelues, and toſg how their cloath- 
tig and apparell became them. 
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Tittle did J then imagine that god Kyward was ſo nere 
bis death, fo2 then but himlelie, and Bellin the Nam, J knew 
no meſſengers woꝛthy to carry ſo rich a pꝛeſent. But J wall 
ſcarch the whole wozld, but J will unde the murtherer, fo2 
murther cannot bee hid. It may be hœ is in this pzeſence 
which knowes what is became of Kyward. albe rx doe con. 
ccale it; ſoꝛ many Deuils walke like Saints. Yet the greateſt 
wonder of all is ( which troubled mee moſt, ) that my Loꝛd the 
King ſhcnld (ay, that my Father 1162 my ſelfe euer did gd, 
But the troubles of affatres may well bꝛede fo2getfulnes in 
Bings, otherwiſe pour $Hateſty might call to minde how 
when the King your Father lined, and ycu were a Punte net 
abcue two perres ald: Sy Father came from the Sch wle at 
Mountpcltur, where he had ſtudied five yeeres the Art of Phys 
fick, and was expert in all the pꝛinciples thereof, and ſ@ famous 
in thoſe dayes, that ha woze cloathes of Silke and a Golden 
Oudle. Row when ha was come to the Court, hee found the 
King in great extremity of ſicknes, (which was no little griefe 
vnto him, foz he loued the King moſt dearely) and the King 
teioyced at his ſight, and would not ſuffer him to bee out of his 
pzeſence. All others might walke whither they would, onely 
her muſt euer bee nete him. Then ſaid your Father, Reynard 
J am erceeding ſicke, and I fœle my ſickneſſesincreaſing. 
My Father anſwered ; my Load, here is an Urinall, make 
water therein, and aſſcone as J behold pour ſtate, I will giue 
mine opinion. The King did as hee was admitted (foz her tru- 
ted not any equall with him. Then ſaid my Father: My beſt 
Lo2d, if you will bee eaſed of pour griefe, you mnſt needes eate 
the Lyno2 of a Wolfe of ſeuen yeres old, 03 elſe pour diſcaſe 
ts incurable. 

The Wolfe at that time ſtode by your Father, but ſaid 
nothing: wherupon the King ſaid, Sir liegrim, you heate 
how there is nothing which can cure mee but pour Lyuo?. 
The Wolfe replyed : Not ſo my Loꝛd, fo I am nat yet full 
fiue peres old. It is no matter (anſwered my Father let 
him ber opened, and when J ſe the Lyno2, I will tell you if if 
be medicinable: Then was - — 
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chin, and his Lyuoz taken out, which the Aiug cate, and wag 
pꝛeſently cured of his ſickeneſſe. Then the King thanked my 
Father, ans commanded all his Subieas on paine of death, 
from thence-{ozth to tall hum Haſter Reynard. Do he abcde 
till about the ing, walked by his ide,and was tiuſted in all 
thinas, and the King gaue him ( fo2 an honour) a Garland of 
Roles which he mult euer weare vpen his head. But thele res 
memb2ances ate all loſt and gone, and his enemies are now 
one aduanced, vertue is put backe, and Innocence liues in 
ſo:row' : Fo2 when baſenes and couetouſnes are made Com⸗ 
mander a, they neither know themſelnes, noꝛ lone at the lows 
hes [rom whence they are riſen ; They haue no hearts (02 pits 
ty, no2 eares foꝛ the pe mans cam e. Gold is the goale they 
runae to, and gitts the God which they woꝛch p. ET! hat great 
mans Sate, doth net now locke vp Cuuetou nes: where is 
n.t llattetp entettayn d, and what P2ince takes hate at his 
owne p241'es { But ſheuld greatiies nerd their honeſt eruice, 
well miaht they ſtarne ere they could game that implovment: 
Foꝛ like & clues they had tathe ſee their aſters dye, then 
lend them the leaſt part of their Lyuo2. | 
This my Loꝛd was an accident which fell in your youth, 
and you may well ſeꝛget it: Vet without boaſting) Imp lelie 
may {ay, I haue done to you both honcur and ſermce, and pon 
haply alſo foꝛget this which I chall repeat, which J vowe J 
doe not fo vybꝛaid your aieſty, foz you ate ever woꝛthy of 
moꝛe then T can tender, andy v'termoſt is bnt the rent of 
a lovall Subiec, which 7 am euer bovnd by the lawes of God 
and Nature to perfoꝛ 0, , 

Se it was, that on a time ler the Molfe and J had gots 
ten a Dome under vs, and by reaſon of his er reame loude 
crying, wa were compelied to bite hum to death. At which 
time ror clic tame cont of 2 rene v to vs, and ſalu'ed vs 
friendly, ſaving : That you and the Quyne aum wife which 
came ater vou, were bethercoving humgryv, and infreated vs 
to qe vdu vt of our xettings : 1{C rim then whifpered in 
ſuch manner, that none tould vnderſtand him,brit pe of 
aloude ; Aith all my heart my Leꝛd, and were it better you 
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it is it were to meane fo2 your ſcrince. But 1ſcorim accozs 
ding to his. went departed grumbling, aud twke halfe cf the 
Sul uc giuing vou and the Quiene but one poꝛe quarter, the 
other he himielte vnmannerly devoured, and left me loꝛ wy 
A ate but p oe halle oi the Lungs, Ahen your M aieſty had 
caten peur part, you we te ſtill hungry, but the Wolfe would 
deliucr none: ſo that you reacht him a blowe with your fate, 
which to2e all the (kin from abuut his cares, ſo that he tanne 
way crivng and howling with all erttennty. But your a⸗ 
ieſty commanded him io teturne againe ſpadely and bing 
ou moe nicate, but he went away grunbling. Then J bes 
ſcught your Haicſty, that 4 might goe with him: and J well 
remember your antuer. Do away we went together, his 
earcs dꝛopping blud all the way as he went: In the end wee 
toke a Calfe, and when your Maieſty ſaw vs bung it, you 
laughed and ſaid to me I was a wift Puntiman, and could 
unde demy game quickly, and therefoze I was fit to etue in 
time of neteſlity: Then vou bade me to deuide it, and J did it, 
and gaue one halle thercof to your H aieſty, the other halfe to 
the Queene : As foz the Huggets, Lvuo2 , Lungs and all the 
inwards, I ſent them to the young P2inces your Childzen; 
As fo: the head J gane it to lle grim the Wolfe,and twke vn⸗ 
to my ſclfe but the fate onc ly. Then ſaid your Haicſty, ha 
Revnard , who taught you to make theſe conrteous dimfions 2 
y Lo2d ( anſwcied J) that did this Pie ſt which fits hare 
with the bloody pate: oz he loſt his ſkinne fo2 his to much in⸗ 
cquality, and to2 his coue touſneſſe hath reapt nothing but 
ſhame aid diſhonour. But it matters not, fo2 there be many 
Tolues in theſe dayes, that would euen rate vp their beſt 
friends and kindꝛed: Ray if they had power euen your ©5a- 
ieſty al's , fo: they make no reſpec either of friend oꝛenemv. 
But woe to that Common wealth where ſuch haue th; vpper 
hand and couernment. 

My gracious Le ꝛd, this and many ſuch like aciens as this 
haue J done fo2 pou Maieſty, which were it not {02 todion's 
nes ſake Jcould well repeate. But th y are all now calt out 
of yen. rcemembꝛante, but time and my lor. ite I hepe will 
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cnc day againe tetall them. I haue ſene the day when no mat⸗ 
ter was fimthedin he Court without my aduice and cenſure, 
theugh now that Judgement is not ſo teputed: yet it may be, 
the lauie reputation may ſpꝛing vp againe, and be beleened as 
ürmelp as brefoze, as long as it twarnes not from Juſtice 
which is the one!ly thing J ayme at. Foz if any one can charge 
mie othcrwiice and pꝛoue it by witnes, here I ſtand to induxe 
the vttermoſt the Law can inflict vpen mee : But if malice 
cncly launder me without witnes, Icraue the combat ac- 
coding to the Law and inſtance of the Court. Then ſaid the 
King Reynard pou ſay well, no2 know I any thing moze of 
Kywards death then the bzinging of his head vnto mae by 
Bcllin the Kamme?therefo2c of it I here acquit you. Dy deare 
Lo2d ({aidthe Fore) J humbly thanke you : vet is his death 
ſo grieuous vnto mee J cannot let it paſſe ſo eaſily : JItemem ; 
ber my heart was hcauy at their departure, and I was ready 
to ſinke to the ground, which was a certaine pꝛeſage of the 
loſe which hapned. 

Theſe woꝛds and the ſav lokes of the Fore, ſo amazed all 
the bcholders, that they could not chuſe but belecue all that hæ 
vttered, ſo that enery one bemon d his loſſe, and pittyed his 
ſozrow. But the King and Queene were moſt touched with 
the ſame, and then intreated him that hee would make dilt- 
gent ſearch fo2 the finding of them out, fo2 his pꝛayſes had 
{tricken them farre in loue with the Jewels: And becau'e hee 
told them, her had ſent thoſe Jewels anto them (though they 
neuet ſaw them) yet they gaue him as great thankes, as it 
they had bin in their ſafe poſſeſſion, and deſired him hee would 
be a meanes they might be reſtozed to them agaune. 
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How Reydard made his peace wich the King, and how Iſegrim 


y the Wolfe complained of him againe. 
HE Fore vnderſt od their meaningd ecexding weil, and 
T though bee littiomeant topertozme what tyey intreated, 
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yet he thanked the King and Quere foz the comfo2ts they 
gaue him in his great exctemety, vowing net te reft neither 
man noꝛ dap, but toſcarch ail the cozners of te carth till he 
vad fo: ut at was beceme of thoſe Jewels: Alle inttea⸗ 
ting hes Hate that if they lieuld be concealed in ſuch pla. 
tes, where he might ber withſtood by force , ſo as neither 
hi pꝛeyers ner poet might attaine vnto them, that then 
b3 tuagnelte would alliſt hum; Both borate it was an occa- 
nen v hich concern d him fo nercly, as al dat hing teqmereg 
from his Office, being an ad cf perfit Justice, to pumich 
Theft, and Purther, both which were contained in this 
in. 
Then the Bing aſſured him, that ſo ſcone as it ſhould be 
krowne where they were, no helpe 02 aff: tance ſhould be 
wanting. The J ore gaue the Ling hninble thankes, fe 
now he had gotten all h:s purpoſes tothe withed end he erpec- 
ted, and by his ſalics tale 4 flattery had ſo faſtened the Bing 
vnto hum, that now he might gor freety whither he pleated, 
and none ſgould dare to complaine vpon him: Onely Ilſegrim 
the Nolte tad all this while infimtelo diſpleaſed and not a⸗ 
ble to containe his anger any longer, ha ſaid : D my Lo2d th: 
ing, is it pollible pour Paieſty ſhould be fo much ch:ldith 
02 wcake cf belæſe, as to fire pour truſt vpon the falſhay of 
this euet decciuing marchant, which hath nothing but ſha⸗ 
dowes and chpmeracs wherewith to inchant von: DO be not 
ſo cafily ſeduced, hz is a wetch all ccuered and beſmearcy 
with minther and treaſon , and even to your owne face hath 
made a ſcoſſe of pour Maie ſty. Foz my owne part J am glad 
he 15 here in your pꝛeſence, and I intend to ring him ſuch a 
pcale of contrary nature, that all the lyes he can inuent ſhall 
not beate him away with ſafety. 

Do it is ( nip dzead Lo2d ) that this diſſembling and falſe 
Travto: net long ſince did betray my wife moſt ſhametullo: 
Foz it hapi1ed vpon a TUinters day that they two trauailed 
together though a very great water, and he perſwaded my 
wiſe that he would teach her a fingular Art how to catch Fich 
with her tayle , by letting it hang angle wiſe in the water a
